Vote to Upset 
Suffrage in 
Tennessee 


Nashville, Tenn., Aug. 31.—The Ten- 
hevsee house of representatives, with 
‘@ quorum present for the first time 
since Aug. 20, expunged from its jour- 
nal today all record of ratification of 
the federal suffrage amendment, and 
voted, 47 to 24, with 20 not voting, to 
nonconcur in the action of the senaie 
in ratifying the amendment. 

Gov. Roberts, notified of the house’s 
action, said that the situation could 
only be dealt with in a legal manner, 
‘and was in the hands of Attorney 
The latter, dur- 
ing discussion of the matter of recon- 
sidéring the vote, expressed the opin- 
ion that reconsideration of the reso- 
lution of ratification was impossible, 
since the house. already had adopted 
it, and Gov. Roberts had certified to 
Secretary Colby this action by both, 
house and senate. 

Think Legality Is Shown. 

State officials and members of 
legislature expressed the belief 
that legality or illegality of Tenn 
ratification would be deci 


ton by Gov. Roberts, and not on 
action taken by the house today. 

Anti-ratificationists would not sta 
tonight whether they expect to mak 
an effort to have the senate, which 
voted to ratify, 25 to 4, reverse its 
action. 

Capital Officials Silent. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 31.—BState 
department officials, in the absence of 
Secretary Colby, tonight hesitated to 
express an opinion as to the effect on 
suffrage ratification of the action of 
the Tennessee house in reconsidering 
its vote on the ratification resolution 

and then voting not to concur in the 
genate’s ratification. 

The situation, it was said, however, 
was one with which the state depart- 
ment was not at present concerned. 
Unless Gov. Roberts should rescind his 
certification, or unless the certification 
should be declared invalid by the 
courts, the state department had no in- 
terest in the matter, it was said. 

Suffrage leaders here did not re 
gard the Tennessee situation as seri- 

ous, declaring that the best legal ad- 
visers had informed them that once 
ratification was voted by a state legis- 
lature the vote could not be reversea 
except in case congress presented to 
the states a resolution to appeal the 
amendment.

He 
had been paying the loss out of his 
own pocket and in order to recoup had 
given his personal receipts for thou- 
sands of dollars to other customers, 
promising to deliver the bonds later. 

It was not until these customers, 
failing to receive their bonds, began 
bringing these receipts to the bank 
that the huge amount of the deficit 
became known.
